Preparations  falling  within  the 
Uowing  classes  are  regarded  as  toilet  preparations  chargeable 
ider  Class  18:  Anti-midge  and  anti-bite  creams  and  lotions  and 
iti-midge  lavender;  foot  pastes  (i.e.  of  the  alleviating  cream  type) 
her  than  medicinal  ointments;  tablets  which  are  used  for  per- 
ming the  breath ;  effervescing  mouth-wash  tablets. 


Public  Pharmacists.— The  eighty-third  meeting  of  the  council 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held  on  August  19.  Various 
reports  were  adopted  and  seven  new  members  were  elected.  A 
subcommittee  was  formed  to  revise  scales  of  salaries  at  present  in 
operation. 

Society's  Secretary  on  Call  Up  of  Women.— In  a  letter  to  "The 
Times  "  August  20,  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary.  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  drew  attention  to  the  chaos  likely  to  result  in  the  Nation's 
health  services  by  the  refusal  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Service 
to  allow  the  release  for  national  service  of  woman  engaged  in  phar- 
maceutical work  to  be  regulated  by  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee.  He  urged  that  the  man-  and  woman-power 
situation  should  be  dealt  with  on  the  same  basis  as  one  another, 
and  that  the  Central  Committee  should  deal  with  both. 

War  Damage  Commission.— The  War  Damage  Commission 
has  issued  a  notice  which  affects  the  following  areas;  City 
and  County  of  London,  Birmingham,  Bristol,  Coventry,  Hull 
Liverpool,  Plymouth,  Salford,  Sheffield  ;  county  boroughs  of 
Bootle  Birkenhead,  Southampton,  Swansea,  Walla,sey,  and  the 
borough  of  Gosport.  The  notice  is  issued  under  Section  7  (2)  of  the 
War  Damage  Act,  194 1.  The  effect  of  the  notice  is  that  any  person 
proposing  to  execute  works  of  war  damage  repair  in  the  area  where 
the  total  ultimate  cost  will  be  more  than  ;£i,ooo,  or  ten  times  the 
net  annual  value  of  the  hereditament,  whichever  is  the  less,  must 
first  inform  the  Commission.  That  body  will  consult  the  appropriate 
Local  and  Planning  Authorities  to  ascertain  whether  the  carrying 
out  of  the  proposed  works  would  conform  with  their  intentions 
regarding  re-planning  and  other  public  interests.  The  price  hmits 
laid  down  will  be  strictly  enforced.  Power  is  given  to  the  Commission 
in  such  cases  to  impose  requirements  as  to  the  nature  of  works,  the 
materials  to  be  used,  and  the  time  for  their  execution,  and  it  may 
change  a  cost  of  works  payment  into  a  value  (or  total  loss)  payment 
in  those  cases  where  restoration  of  a  building  would  be  contrary 
to  the  public  interest.

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Chemist  Criticised. — Strictures  on  a  pharmacist  were  made  by 
the  coroner  recently  at  an  inquest  at  Belfast  on  a  thirteen-year-old 
boy  who  died  of  diphtheritic  ulcerated  tonsils.  The  coroner  (Dr.  Lowe) 
said  :  "I  think  this  boy's  death  is  due  to  ignorance,  and  the  chemist 
has  done  wrong.  As  far  as  I  know  it  is  contrary  to  the  law  for  a 
chemist  to  prescribe  or  order  treatment." 

Chain  Stores  Encroach  on  Scottish  Chemists'  Trade. — A  corre- 
spondent writes  :  "  Increased  attention  to  pharmaceutical  lines  has 
been  a  feature  of  Scottish  chain-store  activity  in  the  last  few  months. 
In  many  stores  special  display  counters  are  now  being  used  to  feature 
toilet,  branded  pharmaceutical,  and  patent-medicine  items.  Par- 
ticular attention  has  been  given  to  first-aid  requisites,  and  big 
displays  of  requirements  for  first-aid  use  have  been  common." 

Manchester  Chemists'  Golf. — The  competition  of  the  Manchester 
Chemists'  Golfing  Society  for  the  president's  prize  was  played  at 
Old  Manchester  Golf  Club  on  August  20.  The  leading  returns 
were:  W.  Gee,  67,  winner;  R.  Demaine,  76,  second.

Members  were  the 
guests  of  the  president  (Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin)  in  the  afternoon,  and 
a  vote  of  thanks  proposed  by  the  Captain  (C.  Stevens)  was  accorded 
with  acclamation.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Calculating  Retail  Profits. — Your  timely  editorial  reminder  of 
the  practical  effect  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act  (p.  105)  on  retail 
sales  needs  to  be  kept  clearly  in  mind,  especially  by  any  of  us,  if 
such  there  are,  who  have  allowed  our  attention  to  this  important 
matter  to  relax.  Nearly  two  years  ago  you  made  more  than  one 
reference  to  the  bearing  of  this  Act  on  retail  trade,  explaining  the 
chief  points  affecting  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  One 
of  the  last  things  that  we  who  remember  the  years  immediately 
following  the  war  of  1914-18  wish  to  see  is  another  Profiteering  Act, 
with  its  trivial  and  time-consuming  complaints  heard  with  due — 
or  undue — solemnity  by  committees  of  heterogeneous  composition. 
Some  of  the  cases  of  the  kind  reported  by  you  at  the  time  were,  in 
a  sense,  diverting  because  of  their  subject-matter;  but  they  were 
far  from  amusing  to  the  chemists  who  were  dragged  from  their  shops 
to  justify  prices  alleged  to  be  excessive.  The  late  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs 
and  a  few  other  pharmacists  did  admirable  service  in  working  up 
adequate  defences  in  several  of  these  cases,  and  you  provided  some 
valuable  data  for  the  same  purpose.  Avoidance  of  similar  trouble 
during  the  present  war  is  largely  a  matter  of  efficient  book-keeping. 
Chemists  who  do  not  use  a  cost-price  book  or  the  equivalent  need 
to  keep  their  invoices  in  such  order  that  they  can  at  any  moment 
trace  the  cost  price  of  any  stock  about  which  a  doubt  arises. 

Ethics  and  Plain  Speech. — Hard  words,  we  are  told,  break  no 
bones  ;  and  perhaps  it  is  as  well  that  medical  men  who  think  pharma- 
cists have  lapsed  into  an  exhibition  of  "gross  cheek"  and  "utter 
selfishness,"  whether  they  live  at  Walsall  or  elsewhere,  should  say 
so  openly.  The  proceedings  of  the  Insurance  Committee  reported 
on  p.  104  are  entertaining  in  a  way  seldom  achieved  at  such  dull 
and,  let  us  hope,  decorous  meetings.  But  it  is  worth  while  to  glance 
for  a  moment  at  the  ethical  aspect  of  the  incident.   The  "  Statement 


upon  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct"  issued  by  the  Council  (I 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1939  contains  an  injunction  againl 
discussing  with  a  patient  a  prescription  or  a  "proposed"  medicj 
treatment  in  such  a  manner  as  to  impair  confidence.  This  is 
excellent  piece  of  advice ;  there  seems,  however,  to  be  no  obligatidl 
on  members  of  the  medical  profession  to  abstain  from  impairifll 
confidence  in  the  policy  of  pharmacists  as  dispensers  of  Nationil 
Health  Insurance  prescriptions.  True,  the  remark  reported  ol 
p.  104  made  no  direct  reference  to  the  quality  of  the  dispensinl 
provided  for  insurance  patients ;  but  a  serious  reflection  on  anl 
aspect  of  the  dispensing  service  given  should  not  pass  withovi 
protest,  I  presume  that  the  subject  is  receiving  due  attentioil 
locally. 

Thomas  Percival. — It  is  a  safe  guess  that  the  "Thomas  Parzifal 
referred  to  in  the  new  history  of  pharmacy  by  Dr.  Edward  Kremerl 
and  Mr.  George  Urdang  (p.  106)  is  Thomas  Percival,  M.D.,  a  subjecl 
of  occasional  notes  in  your  columns.  As  you  point  out,  Samui 
Kay  may  claim  to  have  been  the  actual  originator  of  the  internal 
use  of  cod  liver  oil  for  rheumatism.  Kay  called  Percival's  attentiol 
to  his  own  results  ;  and  Percival,  througli  his  influence  as  a  physiciai 
at  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary,  gave  the  new  treatment  a  wide: 
publicity  than  it  might  otherwise  have  received  then.  Percival 
was  a  man  of  many  interests  and  of  wide  culture.  He  was  one  0; 
the  first  presidents  of  the  Manchester  Literary  and  Philosophica!| 
Society,  founded  by  him  and  others  in  1781 ;  and  his  circle  oi 
friends  and  correspondents  included  Joseph  Priestley,  Benjamit 
Franklin  and  David  Hume.  By  his  detailed  observations  on  the 
public  health  of  Manchester  "and  other  Adjacent  Places"  he  made 
a  significant  contribution  to  sociology  at  a  period  when  the  serious 
study  of  the  subject  was  almost  unknown.  Xroyser

en  blamed  for  pharmacy's  shortcomings,  but  the  light  thrown  on 
;ent  moves  by  the  August  issue  of  the  "N.P.U.  Supplement" 
ims  to  show  that  in  the  political  sphere  the  leaders  may  not  be 
ogether  absolved  from  censure.  Under  the  heading  "  Disillusion- 
;nt,"  the  "Supplement,"  after  describing  the  arrangement  made 
th  the  Proprietary  Medicine  Manufacturers  prior  to  the  intro- 
ction  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill,  states:  "When  the 
larmacy  and  Medicines  Bill  was  introduced  and  it  was  seen  that 
thout  agreement  with  the  N.P.U.  the  Bill  was  dealing  legislatively 
th  proprietary  medicines,  an  attempt  was  made  by  the  N.P.U.  to 
ure  support  on  the  retail  side  for  a  combined  attempt  to  improve 
!  chemist's  position.  It  was  a  great  disappointment  to  find  that 
!  president,  vice-president  and  secretary  of  the  Society,  as  repre- 
itatives  of  the  Society,  refused  to  join  in  any  action  which  the 
P.U.  proposed  to  take  other  than  support  for  the  Bill  with  minor 
ifting  amendments.  It  transpired  that  the  Bill  included  the 
ciety's  agreement  with  the  Home  Office  to  amend  Clauses  8,  g  and 
,  the  Society's  arrangement  with  the  Privy  Council  re  the  Statutory 
mmittee,  and  previously  accepted  clauses  dealing  with  advertis- 
etc.  Further,  that  the  Society  was  negotiating  for  further  recog- 
ion  under  the  Bill  as  the  enforcing  body.  It  was  a  disillusionment 
■  the  N.P.U.  Executive  to  find  that  the  Society  was  apparently 
ore  interested  in  securing  additional  powers  for  the  Society  than 
was  in  the  betterment  of  the  position  of  pharmacists,  although  it 
LS  obvious  that  no  such  opportunity  would  occur  again  for  a  very 
g  time,  and  pharmacists  would  have  cause  to  regret  the  manner 
which  the  interests  of  pharmacy  had  been  subordinated  to 
ose  of  the  Society.  Whilst  it  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
P.U.  to  support  the  Society  on  every  occasion,  this  is  not  the 
>t  occasion  during  recent  years  on  which  the  Society  has  failed 
support  the  N.P.U.,  and  it  becomes  evident  that  the  wise  policy 
co-operation  with  the  N.P.U.  which  prevailed  when  Sir  William 
yn-Jones  was  secretary,  and  which  helped  the  Society  in  many 
-ys,  has  been  abandoned.  Can  it  be  that  the  N.P.U.  is  regarded  as 
rival,  and  that  it  must  be  prevented  from  growing  in  strength 
jardless  of  the  business  interests  of  pharmacy,  or  is  it  that  the 
ciety  being  completely  involved  in  'government'  no  longer 
ards  itself  as  responsible  for  its  actions  to  its  members,  but 
jards  itself  as  a  semi-government  department  which  can  safely 
lore  the  wishes  of  its  members  so  long  as  further  'governing' 
wers  can  be  obtained  ?  What  a  change  from  the  policy  of  the 
mders  who  created  it  to  benefit  the  calling,  not  for  ...  '  bossing ' 
3  members  and  making  new  offences  for  them  to  commit." 
The  state  of  affairs  revealed  by  this  publication  must  be  regarded 
particularly  unfortunate  when  it  is  remembered  that  pharmacy 
i  often  been  cited  by  members  of  other  professions  and  trades 


as  the  best  organised  calling  of  all.  Such  a  standard  has  had  con- 
siderable foundation,  and  may  have  resulted  from  pharmacy's 
dual  nature.  Yet  the  question  may  well  be  asked  now  whether  any 
advantage  has  accrued  from  this  thoroughness  of  organisation,  and 
we  think  most  pharmacists  will  be  compelled  to  reply  that  "the 
answer  is  in  the  negative,"  particularly  in  view  of  the  events  of  the 
last  few  months.  Here,  perhaps  is  the  answer  to  the  problem  why 
pharmacy  is  not  more  respected  and  its  views  more  willingly  accepted 
in  Parliament  and  in  Government  circles. 

Since  1937  there  has  been  in  existence  a  liaison  committee  com- 
posed of  the  officials  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to 
consider  any  matters  appearing  to  fall  within  the  province  of  both 
bodies.  This  committee  could  take  no  independent  action  but  its 
duty  was  to  report  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the  N.P.U. 
Executive.  Here  then  was  all  the  machinery  for  collaboration,  yet 
when  pharmacy  was  faced  with  two  matters  of  prime  importance 
to  every  section  of  the  trade,  the  Society  negotiates  on  one  point 
and  the  N.P.U.  on  another,  apparently  without  any  scheme  of 
mutual  assistance.  The  net  result  of  such  independent  action  is  that 
pharmacy  is  the  loser. 

The  secret  diplomacy  which  has  been  carried  on  during  the  past 
year  has  frequently  been  deplored  by  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
and  on  various  occasions  we  have  called  attention  to  what  has  been 
going  on.  Pharmacists  are  now  beginning  to  learn  of  the  differences 
existing  among  the  leaders  of  pharmacy,  but  recriminations  will 
not  put  the  matter  right.  What  is  wanted  is  some  scheme  by  which 
pharmacy,  particularly  when  dealing  with  the  Government,  can 
speak  with  one  voice,  and  if  existing  organisation  is  not  suitable 
or  adequate  then  no  time  should  be  wasted  in  setting  pharmacy's 
house  in  order.  There  will  always  be  differences  of  opinion  within 
pharmacy,  but  where  the  advancement  of  the  calling  is  concerned 
there  must  be  unanimity  of  action  among  the  leaders  so  far  as  the 
outside  world  is  concerned. 

Oppose  and  Expose 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  a  Draft  Order  under  the  Goods  and 
Services  (Price  Control)  Act,  1941,  proposing  to  amend  the  First 
Schedule  to  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939.  The  draft  has  been 
submitted  to  and  has  to  be  approved  by  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 
The  First  Schedule  to  the  1939  Act  is  composed  of  a  list  of  normal 
and  usually  unavoidable  expenses  that  arise  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  carrying  on  a  business,  such  as,  for  instance,  cost  of  materials, 
plant  maintenance,  wages,  salaries,  transport,  and  overhead  expen.ses 
generally.  These  specified  items  are  allowed  to  be  taken  into  account 
when  it  is  desired  to  prove  that  the  cost  of  production  or  distribution 
of  price-regulated  goods  has  increased  since  August  1939.  One 
item  of  expense  specified  in  the  Schedule  is  "insurance  premiums." 
The  Board  of  Trade  is  now  endeavouring  to  obtain  Parliament's 
sanction  to  a  proposal  that  there  should  be  added  at  the  end  of  the 
said  Schedule  the  words:  "Provided  that  the  matters  aforemen- 
tioned shall  not  include  : — 

(i)  any  payment  made  in  or  towards  the  discharge  of  any 
liability  imposed  under  Part  I  of  the  War  Damage  Act,  1941,  as, 
or  as  a  mortgagee  of,  a  direct  or  indirect  contributor ; 

(ii)  any  premium  payable  under  a  policy  issued  under  either 
of  the  schemes  operated  under  Part  II  of  the  said  Act;  or 

(iii)  any  expenditure  on  repairing  or  otherwise  making  good 
war  damage  in  so  far  as  there  is  entitlement  to  a  payment  in 
respect  of  the  damage  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act  or  by  virtue  of  a  policy  issued  under  either  of  the  said 
schemes." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  items  (i)  and  (ii),  both  contributions  under 
Part  I  of  the  War  Damage  Act,  and  the  premiums  under  Part  II 
of  that  Act,  are  compulsory  payments,  but  they  are  not  to  be  allowed 
as  items  of  expense.  Premiums  payable  under  the  Commodity  War 
Risks  Insurance  Scheme  and  ordinary  commercial  insurance  pre- 
miums are  allowed  to  be  taken  into  account  as  provided  for  in  the 
Schedule.  Why  should  there  be  this  distinction  ?  Parliament 
deliberately  provided  for  insurance  premiums  to  be  allowed  to  be 
counted  as  part  of  the  cost  of  production  or  distribution  of  goods, 
and  now  the  Board  of  Trade  is  asking  for  approval  of  both  Houses 
to  make  these  important  exceptions  to  that  ruling.  This  is  an 
attempt  by  means  of  departmental  legislation  to  secure  the  reversal 
of  a  decision  of  Parliament,  taken  after  due  deliberation.  It  should 
be  opposed  and  exposed.  If  it  is  allowed  to  pass  unchallenged,  the 
whole  basis  of  costing  under  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  namely,  the 
First  Schedule,  may  in  due  course,  by  the  issue  of  a  succession  of 
departmental  orders,  be  whittled  down  and  become  quite  useless. 
Manufacturers,  wholesalers  and  retailers  should  take  immediate 
action  to  ensure  that  these  mischievous  and  unjust  proposals  are 
rejected  by  Parliament. 
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SEAWEED  PRODUCTS:  IMPORTANT 
DEVELOPMENTS 

Some  little  time  ago  the  attention  of  several  scientists  was  drawn 
to  the  fact  that  the  difficulties  of  war  transport  were  making  supplies 
of  agar  uncertain,  and  that,  since  almost  all  the  production  was  in 
Japan,  supplies  might  become  scarcer  still  or  even  cease.  Agar  is 
an  absolute  essential  in  bacteriology  and  no  ersatz  material  has 
been  devised  to  take  its  place.  The  Germans  found  this  to  their 
cost  in  the  last  war  when  they  were  forced  to  all  kinds  of  expedients 
owing  to  agar  shortage.  Though  this  is  its  most  important  use  the 
amount  required  is  small  compared  with  that  used  in  pharmacy, 
cosmetics,  the  food  industry,  and  a  number  of  other  applications 
such  as  sizing  paper,  printing  silk,  and  so  on.  In  addition  to  the 
established  uses  of  agar,  scarcities  of  certain  other  materials  opened 
up  the  possibility  of  employing  it  as  a  substitute  in  a  number  of 
ways. 

The  problem  presented  was  a  double  one.  First,  were  there  ade- 
quate supplies  of  seaweeds  which  would  yield  agar,  and  secondly, 
if  so,  how  best  could  they  be  processed  ?  Preliminary  investigations 
showed  that  certain  British  species  gave  an  agar  which  proved 
suitable  for  bacteriological  purposes,  and  that  others  provided  an 
agar  which  had  not  the  right  melting  point  for  bacteriology,  but 
which  promised  to  be  satisfactory  for  pharmaceutical  and  other 
uses.  Unfortunately,  the  former  species  are  small,  and  not  over 
plentiful,  though  the  latter  appear  to  be  available  in  more  generous 
amounts.  Consequently  a  number  of  algologists  have  been  asked 
to  make  ecological  surveys  to  ascertain  if  larger  supplies  grow  in 
any  particular  part  of  the  coast.  In  addition  to  this  they  will  be  able 
to  make  observations  on  the  biology  of  the  seaweeds  which  will 
certainly  have  practical  applications.  This  work  is  now  in  progress, 
and  while  it  is  too  early  to  predict  its  outcome,  there  are  indications 
which  are  at  least  hopeful. 

The  second  part  of  the  problem  is  also  being  tackled  both  in  the 
scientists'  laboratories  and  by  commercial  firms.  The  basic  physical 
and  chemical  properties  of  the  gels  are  being  closely  examined  by 
several  research  institutions.  The  methods  employed  by  the 
Japanese  producers  are  traditional  and  are  still  employed  owing  to 
the  low  cost  of  labour,  but  techniques  on  more  modern  lines  are 
being  tried  out  in  Britain,  and  again  they  are  promising  enough  to 
justify  further  work.  To  indulge  in  prophecy  is  never  safe,  and 
this  is  specially  true  now  whenever  new  difficulties  beset  industry, 
and  so  it  is  not  possible  to  say  when  production  will  reach  a  point 
that  will  be  able  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  market.  It  can  be  said, 
however,  that  everything  possible  is  being  done. 

In  addition  to  agar,  seaweeds  have  other  applications  in  industry, 
and  some  of  these  are  fast  assuming  great  importance.  Algin  can 
be  extracted  from  other  types  of  algae,  and  its  compounds,  such  as 
sodium  alginate,  have  as  wide  a  variety  of  applications  as  has  agar. 
It  is  now  employed  in  pharmacy  and  cosmetics  as  a  substitute  for 
acacia,  tragacanth  and  karaya  gum,  and  also  as  an  emulsifying 
agent,  to  mention  only  a  few  uses.  In  some  instances  its  particular 
properties  give  it  an  advantage  over  the  substances  for  which  it 
is  now  substituted.  Doubtless  these  applications  will  grow  in  number 
as  it  is  tried  in  new  ways.  Carrageen  is  yet  another  product  of  a 
slightly  different  type  which  has  its  long-established  use  in  pharmacy, 
and  which  is  now  being  applied  to  new  purposes  as  a  valuable  sub- 
stitute. It  appears,  indeed,  that  the  demand  at  present  exceeds  the 
supply,  though  no  exact  figures  are  available.  Another  substance 
differing  from  the  others  is  extracted  from  seaweed  by  the  Japanese, 
who  call  it  fumori  and  use  it  as  a  sizing  material.  Seaweeds  have 
long  been  used  in  Britain  as  agricultural  manures,  and  the  applica- 
tion of  modern  machinery  and  methods  here  could  make  a  valuable 
addition  to  our  war  resources.  The  coasts  can  be  harvested  to  give 
raw  materials  for  cattle  and  poultry  foods,  and  this  is  also  receiving 
attention.  The  prospect  of  obtaining  human  food  is  not,  however, 
so  good,  as  our  digestive  tract  does  not  seem  able  to  deal  so  satis- 
factorily with  the  carbohydrate  of  seaweed  as  does  that  of  the 
ruminants.  Dulse  and  sloke  in  Scotland  and  laver  bread  in  Wales 
have  their  devotees,  and  if  supplies  could  be  made  readily  available 
along  with  recipes  for  cooking,  they  might  be  more  widely  used. 
At  the  moment  figures  for  the  vitamin  A  content  of  these  weeds 
are  not  available,  but  there  are  indications  that  it  is  by  no  means 
insignificant. 

In  the  midst  of  war  we  all  have  additional  calls  on  our  time  and 
energies,  and  the  scientists  are  amongst  those  civilians  who  have 
been  called  on  to  make  specially  strenuous  efforts.  It  is  encouraging 
to  find  that  attention  is  being  paid,  and  so  successfully,  to  a  subject 
that  has  often  been  dismissed  as  being  too  speculative  to  be  worthy 
of  serious  consideration. 


LAY  VIEWS  ON  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

The  British  Institute  of  Public  Opinion,  an  organisation  engaged  ii 
sounding  opinion  on  matters  of  social  and  political  interest,  recentli 
surveyed  public  sentiment  on  the  question  of  the  medical  service' 
of  the  country.  The  institute's  investigators  asked  citizens  to  when 
its  questions  were  addressed  to  state  a  preference  for  one  of  thi 
following  proposals  : — 

(a)  Doctors  and  hospitals  to  be  under  State  control  with  thei 
services  free  as  education  now  is. 

(b)  Extension  of  the  panel  system  to  include  everybody. 

(c)  Having  a  private  doctor  who  is  paid  for  his  visits  and  medicine 
The  replies  showed  55  per  cent,  in  favour  of  (a),  30  per  cent,  ii 

favour  of  (6),  and  15  per  cent,  in  favour  of  (c).  As  might  be  expected 
the  voting  in  favour  of  the  private  doctor  was  highest  in  the  highe 
income  groups  (40  per  cent.),  the  figures  for  the  middle  and  lowe" 
income  groups  being  21  per  cent,  and  13  per  cent.  Of  persons  unde 
the  age  of  fifty  who  were  questioned,  58  per  cent,  were  in  favour  0 
State  control,  against  45  per  cent,  in  the  over-fifty  group,  in  whicl 
there  was  rather  more  inclination  to  favour  extension  of  N.H." 
As  between  the  sexes,  voting  for  extension  of  the  panel  was  abou 
level,  but  more  men  than  women  showed  themselves  in  favour  0 
State  control  (58  per  cent,  against  52  per  cent.),  and  more  womei 
than  men  in  favour  of  the  private  doctor  (18  per  cent,  againg 
13  per  cent.).  , 

RECENT  RESEARCH 

Toxicity  of  Ozone. — In  tests  carried  out  to  find  the  influence  c 
nitrogen  oxides  on  the  toxicity  of  ozone.  Thorp  ("News  Edition  r 
the  Journal  of  the  American  Chemical  Society,"  1941,  I,  686)  ha 
noted  a  "large  difference  of  toxicity  between  pure  ozone  and  ozon 
containing  nitrogen  oxides.  The  variance  of  opinion  in  the  literatur 
on  ozone  toxicity  is  probably  due  to  results  obtained  with  ozon 
containing  varying  amounts  of  nitrogen  oxides.  Ozone  free  of  oxide 
of  nitrogen  is  non-toxic  in  concentrations  below  twenty  parts  pe 
million.  Ozone  plus  nitrogen  oxides  may  be  more  toxic  than  nitroge; 
oxides  alone,  and  should  be  investigated  further.  Ozone  containin 
47  per  cent,  nitrogen  oxides  has  bactericidal  properties  in  concentra 
tions  over  three  parts  per  million,  but  pure  ozone  does  not  exhibi 
bactericidal  properties  below  fifty  parts  per  million. 

Analysis  of  Cellulose  Derivatives. — The  methods  available  fo 
the  determination  of  combined  acyl  in  cellulose  esters  fall  into  twi 
classes :  saponification  with  aqueous  or  alcoholic  alkalis  or  hydro 
lysis  in  acid  solutions.  Difficulties  inherent  in  these  methods  and  c 
establishing  the  accuracy  of  a  method  are  discussed  by  Genung  an 
Mallatt  ("Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry,"  Analytical  Editioi; 
June,  p.  369).  These  workers  state  that  the  modified  Eberstad 
method  is  the  most  accurate  and  generally  satisfactory  for  th 
analysis  of  cellulose  acetate  and  certain  other  esters  of  low  moI« 
cular  weight  acids.  It  involves  swelling  the  sample  with  aqueou 
alcohol  and  saponifying  with  aqueous  alkali  at  room  temperatur 
for  one  to  two  days.  A  more  nearly  universal  procedure  consists  c 
a  saponification  with  0-25  AT  alcoholic  alkali  for  sixteen  to  twentj 
four  hours  at  not  higher  than  30°  C.  However,  accuracy  is  moi 
difficult  to  attain  by  this  method  than  by  the  Eberstadt  method 
The  acid  distillation  method  of  Ost  requires  more  labour  per  sampl( 
but  is  the  most  rapid  of  the  three  methods.  It  has  unique  advan 
tages  which  make  it  useful  for  special  purposes  if  not  for  routine  us< 
The  effects  of  the  most  important  variables,  limits  of  applicabilitj 
precision,  and  accuracy  are  given  for  these  three  methods. 

Colorimetric  Determination  of  Magnesium. — A  colorimetd 
method,  based  on  the  use  of  titan  yellow  and  a  photoelectric  colori 
meter,  affords  a  rapid  and  reliable  means  for  determining  magnesiui 
in  quantities  ranging  from  0-5  to  300  p. p.m.  in  fertilisers  and  so: 
extracts  ("Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry,"  Analytics 
Edition,  July,  p.  499).  The  coloured  complex  is  stabilised  b; 
hydroxylamine  hydrochloride.  The  titan  yellow  solution  contain 
0-15  gm.  of  dye  in  75  c.c,  95  per  cent,  ethyl  alcohol,  and  25  per  ceni 
distilled  water.  The  procedure  does  not  involve  the  separation  am 
purification  of  any  magnesium  precipitate  and  thus  eliminate 
several  steps.  Calcium,  up  to  a  maximum  concentration  of  800  p. p. ml 
does  not  interfere  with  the  determination  of  i  p.p.m.  of  magnesiunj 
but  should  be  kept  below  500  p.p.m.  Similarly,  ammonium  ani 
phosphate  ions  should  be  kept  below  600  to  700  and  100  p.p.nii 
respectively,  while  aluminium  and  tin  must  be  absent.  The  spectra 
absorption  curves  for  the  coloured  complex  and  titan  yellow  war 
determined  by  means  of  a  spectrophotometer.  In  the  analysis  0 
seVeral  commercial  fertilisers,  tap  water,  and  soil  extracts  gO0< 
agreement  between  duplicate  determinations  was  obtained,  anl 
results  were  found  to  agree  with  those  obtained  by  the  hydroxy

'lUM,  the  dried  juice  of  Papaver  somniferum,  owes  its  pharma- 
ogical  activity  to  a  number  of  alkaloids,  the  most  important  being 
irphine,  codeine,  papaverine,  narcotine  and  thebaine.  Other 
aloids  present  include  pseudomorphine,  laudanosine,  laudanine, 
rceine,  and  hydrocotarnine,  which  are  only  of  pharmacological 
d  not  of  therapeutic  interest.  The  total  alkaloids  of  opium  vary 
m  5  to  25  per  cent.,  averaging  10  of  morphine,  6  of  narcotine, 
of  papaverine,  0-5  of  codeine,  and  0-3  of  thebaine.  The  alkaloids 
;  present  in  combination  as  the  meconates,  lactates  and  sulphates, 
e  activity  of  opium  is  due  mainly  to  the  morphine  present,  al- 
3ugh  the  other  alkaloids  modify  its  action.  It  has  been  claimed 
it  in  certain  cases  a  better  effect  is  obtained  with  the  total  alka- 
ds  of  opium  than  with  morphine  alone,  and  therefore  a  preparation 
all  the  opium  alkaloids  in  the  proportion  in  which  they  exist  in 
lyrna  opium  has  been  introduced  as  papaveretum  (alopon, 
mopon,  opoidine),  which  can  be  given  by  injection.  According  to 
aub  opium  is  superior  to  morphine  because  it  contains  narcotine, 
ich  is  not  depressant  but  intensifies  the  effect  of  morphine.  He 
s  therefore  introduced  a  combination  of  morphine  and  narcotine 
;conates  under  the  name  of  narcophine,  which  he  claims  is  superior 
morphine  in  narcotic  action  without  depressing  the  respiration, 
e  narcotic  action  of  opium  is  due  mainly  to  the  morphine  that  it 
itains;  the  narcotic  action  of  the  other  alkaloids  is  very  slight.

e  two  groups  illustrate  how  differences  in  chemical  constitution 
ly  affect  pharmacological  action.  The  phenanthrene  group  have 
linly  a  depressant  action  on  the  central  nervous  system ;  codeine 
3  only  a  slight  depressant  action,  and  in  large  quantities  is  con- 
Isant  like  thebaine,  which  has  practically  no  depressant  action, 
le  isoquinoline  alkaloids  on  the  other  hand  vary  in  their  effects, 
paverine  is  midway  between  codeine  and  morphine  in  its  depres- 
it  action,  and  with  the  other  isoquinoline  alkaloids  has  a  spasmo- 
ic  effect.  Thus  it  relaxes  the  tone  and  slows  down  the  contractions 
the  intestine  in  the  experimental  animal,  although  it  has  never 
en  proved  that  it  has  this  action  in  man.  Narcotine  has  practically 
narcotic  action,  is  far  less  toxic  than  morphine  or  codeine,  and 
e  papaverine  is  spasmolytic.  It  is  a  compound  of  hydrocotarnine, 
other  alkaloid,  with  opianic  acid. 
Morphine. — This  alkaloid  has  the  following  structure  : —

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ill  be  noted  that  morphine  has  two  hydroxyl  groups,  one  of 
lich  is  phenolic,  that  is,  attached  to  a  benzene  ring,  while  the 
tier  is  an  alcoholic  hydroxyl  group.  When  the  phenolic  hydroxyl 
3up  is  methylated,  codeine  is  formed,  with  an  increase  in  toxicity 
d  convulsant  action,  but  a  decrease  in  analgesic  effect  and  de- 
essant  action  on  the  respiration.  The  free  phenolic  hydroxyl  group 
morphine  appears  to  diminish  the  convulsant  action  and  increase 
e  depressant  and  analgesic  effects.  Increased  analgesic  activity 
iults  if  the  alcoholic  hydroxyl  group  is  removed.  It  has  also  been 
md  that  the  addition  of  a  hydroxyl  group  to  phenanthrene,  the 


parent  substance  of  morphine,  increases  the  toxicity  and  depressant 
action,  and  produces  a  mild  analgesic  effect.  The  position  in  which 
the  hydroxyl  group  is  attached  is  important.  The  maximum  effect 
is  produced  when  the  hydroxyl  group  is  attached  in  the  position  of 
the  phenolic  group  in  morphine.  Partial  hydrogenation  of  the 
phenanthrene  nucleus  also  increases  the  activity.  In  thebaine  both 
hydroxyl  groups  of  morphine  are  replaced  by  methoxyl  (OCH3) 
groups. 

Morphine  Derivatives. — Although  an  extremely  valuable  drug, 
morphine  has  certain  drawbacks.  It  is  a  drug  of  addiction  and 
there  is  not  a  great  margin  between  the  therapeutic  and  the  toxic 
doses.  Search  has  therefore  been  made  for  compounds  having  the 
advantages  but  none  of  the  disadvantages  of  morphine ;  so  far  the 
search  has  not  been  particularly  successful.  As  a  narcotic,  morphine 
still  holds  pride  of  place.  Its  derivatives  and  substitutes,  if  they 
have  any  narcotic  action  comparable  to  that  of  morphine  itself,  are 
habit-forming  and  dangerous  in  large  doses.  Although  the  structure 
of  morphine  is  known,  its  synthesis  has  not  been  achieved,  but  it  is 
possible  to  make  derivatives  from  it  and  from  chemically  related 
alkaloids. 

Codeine,  or  methylmorphine,  relieves  cough  like  morphine,  and  is 
rarely  habit-producing,  but  has  little  analgesic  action.  Though  it 
occurs  naturally  in  opium,  it  is  made  by  methylating  morphine  ; 
over  half  the  world's  production  of  morphine  is  converted  into 
codeine.  Other  morphine  ethers  have  been  prepared,  such  as 
ethylmorphine  (dionin)  and  benzylmorphine  (peronine),  in  which 
the  ethyl  and  benzyl  groups  replace  a  hydrogen  atom  of  the  phenolic 
hydroxyl  group  in  morphine.  Ethylmorphine  is  employed  in  the 
form  of  a  5  to  20  per  cent,  solution  to  produce  vasodilatation  and 
oedema  of  the  conjunctiva  in  the  treatment  of  corneal  ulcer  and  other 
inflammatory  conditions  of  the  eye.  It  is  also  used  for  the  relief  of 
pain  and  for  coughs.  Morphine  also  forms  a  number  of  esters,  the 
acid  radical  replacing  a  hydrogen  atom  in  the  alcoholic  hydroxyl 
group.  They  are  mostly  unstable  compounds  that  produce  actions 
in  the  body  similar  to  that  of  morphine.  The  most  important  of 
these  is  diacetyl  morphine  or  diamorphine  (heroin) ,  which  resembles 
morphine  in  many  respects,  but  has  a  greater  action  on  the  res- 
piratory centre  and  is  therefore  of  greater  value  in  checking  cough. 
It  is  not  safer  than  morphine,  actually  producing  addiction  more 
readily,  and  it  is  four  times  as  potent.  A  number  of  the  morphine 
esters  are  known,  e.g.  benzoyl  morphine,  acetylpropionyl  morphine, 
etc.,  but  they  are  of  no  therapeutic  importance.  When  morphine 
is  heated  with  acids  and  dehydrating  agents  it  loses  a  molecule  of 
water  and  forms  a  new  alkaloid,  apomorphine.  The  properties  of 
morphine  are  thereby  considerably  modified.  Apomorphine  retains 
the  stimulant  but  loses  the  depressant  action  of  morphine  on  the 
nervous  system.  It  particularly  excites  the  vomiting  centre  in  the 
brain,  and  is  therefore  used  as  an  emetic.  Bulbocapnine,  an  alkaloid 
found  in  Corydalis  cava,  is  closely  related  to  apomorphine.  It  is 
3  :  4  methylene  dihydroxy-6-methyl-apomorphine,  and  is  used  to 
relieve  tremor  in  certain  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  (paralysis 
agitans) . 

Substitutes  for  Opium  Alkaloids. — An  isomer  of  morphine, 
dihydromorphinone  hydrochloride,  known  as  dilaudid,  has  been 
introduced  as  a  substitute  for  morphine.  Chemically  it  differs  from 
morphine  in  that  the  alcoholic  hydroxyl  group  of  the  latter  is 
replaced  by  a  ketone  group,  and  a  double  bond  is  removed  by  the 
introduction  of  hydrogen.  This  results  in  a  more  powerful  but  more 
toxic  product.  It  is  more  analgesic  than  morphine  and  more  effective 
in  depressing  the  cough  centre  in  the  brain,  while  it  is  less  constipat- 
ing, produces  less  tolerance  and  less  addiction.  Dihydrocodeinone, 
or  dicodid,  is  a  substitute  for  codeine,  from  which  it  is  obtained. 
It  bears  the  same  chemical  relationship  to  codeine  as  dilaudid  does 
to  morphine,  i.e.  a  ketone  group  replaces  an  alcoholic  hydroxyl, 
and  a  double  bond  is  removed  by  the  taking  up  of  two  hydrogen 
atoms.  Other  codeine  substitutes  are  dihydrohydroxycodeine 
(eukodal)  and  dihydrocodeine  (paracodin).  The  ethyl  ester  of 
i-methyl-4  phenyl  piperidine  carboxylic  acid  (dolantal)  is  a  new 
synthetic  product  not  related  chemically  to  the  opium  alkaloids.  It 
is  claimed,  however,  that  it  has  a  powerful  analgesic  and  spasmolytic 
action  and  can  replace  morphine  in  some  conditions.  Several 
papaverine  substitutes  have  been  prepared.  Eupaverin  is  a  synthetic 
product  with  a  spasmolytic  action  equal  to  that  of  papaverine,  but 
less  toxic.  Perparine,  which  is  said  to  have  a  spa.smolytic  action 
greater  than  that  of  papaverine,  is  derived  from  the  latter  by 
replacing  four  methoxy  groups  by  four  ethoxy  groups.  Octon  is  a 
synthetic  aliphatic  base,  methyl  octenylamine,  with  a  strong 
spasmolytic  action.

Business  on  the  London  drug  markets  continues  moderate.  Fair  demand 
for  some  products  is  being  experienced  from  the  home  consuming  trades, 
and  values  are  generally  steady.  Conditions  in  Pharmaceutical  Chemi- 
cals are  without  substantial  change,  and  steady  business  is  being  done. 
Amidopyrine  is  steady,  with  business  on  the  slow  side.  The  spot  position 
of  Hexamine  is  unchanged,  a  fair  business  passing  at  full  prices.  As  noted 
last  week,  British  makers  of  Potassium  permanganate  have  altered  their 
prices,  those  of  B.P.  quality  being  increased,  and  those  of  technical  quality 
reduced ;  customers  are  asked  to  order  technical  quality  whenever  this 
meets  their  requirements ;  the  early  return  of  drums  is  also  requested. 
Convention  prices  for  Saccharin  and  Santonin  are  unchanged.  Vanillin 
is  steady  at  the  recent  advance. 

Crude  Drugs 

Generally  quiet  conditions  obtain  in  these  markets,  with  the  demand 
mostly  for  smallish  quantities  of  spot  goods.  Prices  are  firm  and  show 
a  tendency  to  rise.  Some  business  continues  to  be  done  in  Agar,  but  as 
supplies  are  no  longer  obtainable  from  Japan  it  would  appear  to  be  only  a 
matter  of  time  before  the  present  small  stocks  are  exhausted.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  in  a  recent  report  of  an  expert  committee  (C.  &  £>., 
June  14,  p.  349)  agar  was  included  in  a  list  of  drugs  recommended  to  be 
produced  in  the  United  Kingdom.

Groundnut. — Present  controlled  price  of  large  bulk  quantities  of 
refined  deodorised  is  £40  per  ton,  naked  ex  works. 

Juniper  berry. — Dealers'  quotations  are  steady  at  around  30s.  per  ib. 
for  limited  quantities,  ex  store. 

Lavender. — A  small  spot  business  is  passing,  and  the  price  is  steady  at 
about  80s.  per  lb.  for  good-quality  oil. 

Lemongrass. — Steady  at  last  week's  quotation  of  14s.  to  15s.  per  lb., 
according  to  quantity,  for  spot. 

Lime. — Genuine  West  Indian  is  in  short  supply,  but  spot  prices  are 
unchanged  at  about  32s.  to  34s.  per  lb. 

Mandarin. — Supplies  are  restricted  and  spot  prices  would  be  a  matter 
for  negotiation. 

Mustard. — British-made  synthetic  oil  is  offered  at  around  20s.  per  lb. 

Nutmeg. — Small  quantities  of  good-quality  oil  would  be  worth  about 
26s.  to  28s.  per  lb. 

Orange. — There  is  no  further  change  in  the  shipment  price  of  Californian 
sweet  which  at  present  shows  a  lay-down  cost  of  los.  6d.  per  lb.  Prices  of 
Rhodesian  and  other  grades  would  be  a  matter  for  negotiation,  about  30s. 
per  lb.  being  mentioned  as  a  suitable  basis. 

Palmarosa. — Firm,  with  oil  available  on  spot  at  in  the  region  of  32s.  5d. 
per  lb. 

Patchouli. — Spot  prices  of  both  Singapore  and  Seychelles  oils  would 
have  to  be  negotiated,  with  about  50s.  per  lb.  as  a  basis. 

Peppermint. — Up  to  last  week  offers  from  China  were  coming  in  at 
I2S.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  subject  to  import  licences  being  available;  orders  sent 
out  at  this  price  have  now  brought  back  replies  that  source  is  not  prepared 
to  offer  at  present.  Fair  business  has  been  done  on  spot,  at  50s.  per  lb., 
and  52s.  6d.  is  now  asked. 

Petitgrain. — Spot  values  are  nominal  at  approximatelv  i8s.  6d.  per 

lb. 

Sandalwood. — Genuine  East  Indian  Mysore,  in  one-case  lots,  is  quoted 
at  25s.  per  lb. 

Sassafras. — Holders  of  spot  stocks  of  genuine  natural  oil  would  require 
about  14s.  per  lb. 

Spearmint. — American  oil,  if  available,  would  be  worth  about  22s.  6d. 
per  lb.  on  spot  supplies. 

Thyme. — Spot  values  are  steady,  with  small  inquiry.  Spot,  about  14s. 
per  lb.  for  good  quality ;  other  grades  would  be  cheaper. 

Wintergreen  (genuine). — About  iis.  6d.  to  14s.  per  lb.  would  be  the 
present  price  required  by  dealers  for  spot  supplies. 

Wormseed. — Supplies  are  limited,  but  spot  values  are  unchanged  at 
approximately  23s.  per  lb. 
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INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Banfishire. — During  the  year  to  July  i,  there  were  1,588  fewer  persons 
on  the  Insurance  Committee's  register  than  for  the  year  to  July  i,  1940, 
the  totals  being  16,957  and  18,545.  During  1940  drugs costing£i, 958  were 
supplied  on  27,886  prescriptions  to  17,466  persons  at  an  average  cost  per 
person  of  25-21  pence. 

Worcestershire. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
the  medical  service  subcommittee  reported  on  the  case  of  a  young  man 
who  became  a  drug  addict  and,  it  was  alleged,  had  altered  his  panel  doctor's 
prescriptions  so  as  to  obtain  large  quantities  of  morphine  tablets.  Two 
members  of  the  Committee  thought  the  chemist  concerned  should  have 
been  interviewed,  as  he  had  allowed  the  drugs  in  unlimited  quantities. 
It  was  reported  that  the  number  of  insured  persons  on  the  register  was 
1591O37,  which  was  the  highest  figure  they  had  attained.  The  increase  was 
1,501  since  April  i  and  2,069  since  July  1  of  last  year,  this  despite  the  fact 
that  12,000  had  joined  the  Forces. 

Increase  in  Doctors'  Panel  Fee. — An  offer  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  increase  the  capitation  fee  for  medical  practitioners  under  the  National 
Health  Insurance  scheme  from  9s.  to  gs.  gd.  has  been  accepted,  under 
protest,  by  representatives  of  local  Panel  Committees.  By  ninety-seven 
votes  to  seventy-nine  the  following  resolution  was  passed : 

That  this  Conference,  in  view  of  the  national  emergency  now  existing, 
cannot  do  otherwise  than  accept  the  Minister's  offer  of  a  capitation  fee 
of  9s.  9d.,  but  in  doing  so  wishes  to  record  an  emphatic  protest  against 

(1)  The  inadequacy  of  the  offer,  and 

(2)  The  fact  that  a  new  group  of  insured  persons  has  been  admitted  to 
insurance  without  previous  consultation  with  the  profession. 

.  .  .  and  their  acceptance  is  without  prejudice  to  the  consideration  of 
their  claim  to  a  satisfactory  increase  in  the  basic  capitation  fee,  and  without 
prejudice  to  their  claim  to  a  cost-of-living  increase  when  such  increase  is 
given  to  comparable  sections  of  the  community. 

Stafiordshire. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  held  on 
August  18  ordered  a  panel  doctor  to  refund  the  sum  of  £23  12s.  6d.  to  a 
patient  on  account  of  drugs  supplied.  The  report  of  the  medical  service 
subcommittee  stated  that  the  patient  suffered  from  myasthenia  gravis. 
The  doctor  issued  a  private  prescription  for  the  purchase  of  phials  of 
prostigmin  for  injection,  and  oral  tablets  of  prostigmin  substance,  inform- 
ing the  insured  person  that  he  (the  doctor)  was  not  able  to  issue  insurance 
prescriptions  as  the  drugs  in  question  were  not  included  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  prescribing  list.  The  chairman  stated  that  the  drug 
prescribed  was  expensive  and  rare,  but  had  the  doctor  been  in  any  doubt 
about  his  authority  to  prescribe  it,  he  could  have  soon  found  out  from  the 
Committee's  clerk.  Dr.  L.  Lowe  said  that,  when  he  had  been  uncertain 
whether  or  not  he. would  be  in  order  in  prescribing  certain  medicines 
for  panel  patients,  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  consulting  his  chemist.  That 
he  had  taken  the  safe  course  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  he  had  never  been 
surcharged.  The  chairman  said  that,  in  fairness  to  the  doctor  concerned, 
it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  drug  was  so  rare  that  the  doctor  had  had 
to  visit  the  chemist  and  tell  him  all  about  it.  Dr.  Lowe  pointed  out  that 
the  drug  was  not  exaetly  little  known.  It  was  no  more  rare  than  Epsom 
salts  were.  It  was  a  proprietary  preparation  and  any  doctor  could  get  it. 
Mr.  R.  Cope  said  that  nineteen  out  of  every  "twenty  chemists  would  be 
aware  of  the  drug. 

County  oJ  London. — The  annual  report  for  1941  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  of  the  County  of  London  records  that  regular  meetings  of  the 
full  Committee  and  of  the  war-emergency  subcommittee  have  been  held 
during  the  year.  The  Committee  has  given  its  constant  attention  to 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  of  certain  drugs  and  medicaments. 
At  the  instigation  of  the  Minister  of  Health  a  Committee  has  been  set 
up  to  give  guidance  to  doctors  and  pharmacists  regarding  the  use  of  drugs 
that  are  not  sufficiently  essential,  and  to  compile  a  war-time  Formulary, 
which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  published  shortly.  A  systematic  survey  has 
been  made  throughout  the  County  to  ascertain  the  number  of  pharmacies 
demolished  or  closed  through  enemy  action  or  owing  to  war  conditions.

I  am  less  sure  that  the  idea — whi( 
seems  to  be  gaining  support  (C.  &  D.,  August  23,  p.  100) — that  the  who 
of  the  Qualifying  examination  should  be  passed  before  entering  in 
indentures  is  a  sound  one.  For  one  thing,  as  the  second  part  of  tl 
examination  includes  practical  pharmacy  and  dispensing,  a  Candida 
would  probably  have  better  practice  and  experience  during  apprenticesh 
than  he  could  gain  at  a  college — or,  at  any  rate,  more  opportunity 
becoming  proficient  by  repeated  practice.  My  preference  would  be  for 
course  comprising  preliminary  education  certificate,  Intermediate  examin 
tion,  apprenticeship,  and  finally  Qualifying  examination  (including  a  sho 
business  paper),  followed  by  a  certain  period  as  assistant  before  award 
a  certificate  which  would  entitle  the  holder  to  become  a  manager 
proprietor. — Minorite  (23/8). 

The  Fate  of  the  Stamp. — "Xrayser,"  in  "Topical  Reflections 
(C.  &  D.,  August  23,  p.  100),  says  he  fails  to  see  that  the  fate  of  tl 
medicine-duty  stamp,  following  repeal,  is  any  concern  of  the  general  publi 
Whether  the  fate  of  the  stamp  is  the  concern  of  the  customer  or  not  depeni 
entirely  on  the  supposed  incidence  of  the  tax.  If  it  was  intended  original' 
to  be  a  tax  on  the  consumer,  then  undoubtedly  it  is  his  concern,  and 
repeal  of  the  duty  should  lessen  the  cost  to  the  public  by  that  amouii| 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  a  tax  on  the  manufacturer  in  payment  for  tl 
privilege  to  seU  a  "patent"  medicine  without  disclosing  its  ingredient 
then  equally  it  should  come  off  both  the  wholesale  and  retail  prices,  J 
the  manufacturing  costs  are  reduced  by  the  value  of  the  stamp.  To 
back  to  first  principles,  it  was  laid  down  that  a  duty  was  imposed  at  til 
rate  of  twopence  on  goods  to  the  value  of  a  shilling.  The  principle  hi 
been  obscured,  almost  reversed,  by  allowing  manufacturers  to  initiate  til 
"destamping"  system.  Chemists  allowed  themselves  to  be  exploited  ai| 
their  concession  usurped  to  such  an  extent  that  manufacturers  refused 
supply  chemists  with  stamped  articles,  even  when  these  were  definitel 
ordered.  Now  the  difficulty  will  be  to  adjust  wholesale  and  retail  prio 
to  be  fair  to  all  concerned,  and  at  the  same  time  to  comply  with  tl| 
requirements  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act. — Percenter  (23/8).

Therapeutic  Value  of  Cobalt. — D.  M.  (18/8). — Cobalt  is  similar  11 
nickel  in  its  pharmacological  properties.  One  of  the  principal  propertiil 
of  cobalt  is  the  stimulation  of  the  hcemopoietic  system  which  follows  tl| 
parenteral  administration  of  very  small  amounts.  There  is  an  increase  1 
about  20  per  cent,  in  both  the  erythrocyte  count  and  in  haemoglobin.  Till 
mechanism  of  cobalt  polycythemia  is  believed  to  be  the  direct  result  of  I 
stimulation  of  the  bone  marrow,  as  it  is  preceded  by  reticulocytosil 
Cobalt  apparently  does  not  stimulate  leucocyte  production.  In  a  study  (I 
the  trace  elements  necessary  for  the  treatment  of  milk  anaemia  of  rat| 
it  was  found  that  cobalt  was  not  essential  for  the  regeneration 
haemoglobin.
